Materials considered unac- 
ceptable for dumping include 
concrete; dirt; tires; tree limbs/ 
trunks or other yard waste; lig- 
uid waste products such as 
petroleum products and other 
chemicals; and large items 
such as sheds, boats, cars, 
and engines. 

Anyone entering the dumping

The recently formed Romulus Com- 
munity Schools Foundation has elected 
executive officers and is ready to begin 


the School District to provide more en- 
riching education opportunities for Ro- 
mulus students. 

The Foundation is composed of 
five voting members from the local busi- 
ness community (President Noah "Pete" 
Bergeron, Jr.; Treasurer James P. 
Gannon; Secretary Brian A. Oakley; 
Carl Etue; and Kevin Warrenton) and 
two nonvoting advisory members from 
the School District (Tom Dolan, Director 
of Curriculum, who will serve as the 
administrative representative; and Julie 
Oleszkowicz, Treasurer of the Romulus 
Board of Education, who will represent 
the Board). 

"Interest in developing a separate 
education foundation first came about 
afterthe passage of ProposalAin 1994," 
explained attorney BrianA. Oakley, one 
of the local businessmen who were 
instrumental in getting the project off 
the ground. "Because of the State's 
increased control over local districts’ 
purse-strings, these districts will soon 
be forced to find alternative funding 
methods if they want to continue to 
provide their students with quality 
educations." 

Although he anticipates that the 
Foundation will eventually become in- 
volved in raising money for extracur- 
ricular programs like sports, cheerlead- 
ing, and music, Oakley says that the 
group's first priority will be to support 
programs that aim to improve the more 
practical aspects of education.

Central to the Chamber's plans for

~ its self-appointed task of working with — 


"Specifically," he said, "we want to 
help our district turn out graduates who 
are fully prepared to step directly into 
the work force. The Foundation mem- 
bers’ business background gives us a 
unique insight into the skills that future 
graduates will need in order to succeed 
in an increasingly competitive job mar- 
ket. We feel that we can use this per- 
spective to help our community's young 
people gain a crucial edge." 

According to Oakley, the Founda- 
tion will work closely with the Romulus 
Community Schools to identify those 
programs that fit the group's goals and 
that are most in need of supplementary 
funding — but final control of the Foun- 
dation’s money will remain inthe hands 
of its voting members. 

Foundation members look to in- 
crease their treasury through direct do- 
nations — primarily from local business 
establishments. 

"Businesses that make financial 
contributions to our group enjoy acouple 
of advantages," said Oakley. "First, since 
our Foundation is a nonprofit corpora- 
tion, the donations are tax-deductible. 
Also attractive to many people is the 
control that they can maintain over the 
use of their donation. For instance, a 
businessman whose company is heavily 


‘dependent on the use of computers 


might stipulate that his donation be used 
only for the development of computer 
technology." 

The Foundation also plans to orga- 
nize periodic fund-raisers. The first of 
the group's money-makers — a combi- 
nation golf outing/dinner/silent auction 
— is tentatively scheduled for mid Sep- 
tember atthe Shady Hollow Golf Course.

Last year, when | arrived in Wash- 
ington, the first piece of advice that | 
received as a legislator was, "When it 
comes to campaigning, go negative. 
Go negative and go negative first. That's 
what people respond to." | was told this 
even though | had just finished cam- 
Paigning — and | knew that my Repubili- 
can freshmen counterparts were being 
told the exact same thing. 

But is nasty campaigning really what 
Americans want? 

Many political experts argue that 
going negative is the only way to win 
elections these days. "It's the sharp 
stick or stone, not the dull one, that 
cuts,” observed campaign consultant 
Ron Faucheux in a recent editorial in 
Insight magazine. 

But why are campaigns reduced to 
a contest of "sticks and stones" in the 
first place? The issues at stake in elec- 
tions — not to mention the citizens of this 
country — deserve to be addressed with 
more than a barrage of name calling. 

And this name calling is taking a toll 
on American politics. As the level of 
political discourse has sunk to an all- 
time low, Americans have grown in- 
creasingly cynical and disaffected with 





the political process. Letters to newspa- 
per editors and listener call-ins to radio 
programs express rising public frustra- 
tion and anger towards elected officials. 
Voters are staying home in record 
numbers. 

While Faucheux claims that "When 
truthful and accurate, negative ads are 
what voters want and need," he ignores 
the fact that more and more negative 
Campaigning has become distorted and 
sensationalistic. And when candidates 
feed the public a steady diet of negative 
images and misleading allegations for 
months on end before elections, many 
citizens wind up feeling either too dis- 
gusted to vote — or suspicious and criti- 
cal of whoever finally winds up in office. 
Suchcampaigns set alousy tone forthe 
Country after the elections, as well as 
before. 

Ultimately, negative campaigning 
undermines the entire democratic pro- 
cess. The proliferation of nasty cam- 
paign tactics makes it increasingly diffi- 
cult for well-meaning and accomplished 
candidates to run on their own ideas — 
and this directly affects voters. In their 
new book, Going Negative: How Attack 
Ads Shrink and Polarize the Electorate, 
researchers StephenAnsolabehere and 
Shanto Lyengar found that negative 
campaigning "drives people away from 
the polls in large numbers" — particularly 
nonpartisan voters. This means that, 
while the number of people who call 
themselves "independents" in opinion 
polls has increased steadily in recent 
years, this segment of the population is 
represented less and less. The govern- 
mentis elected more and more by fewer 
and fewer people —who are increasingly 
allied strongly with one party or another. 

This, in turn, impacts Congress, 
creating a wider chasm between the 


two parties. The authors of Going Nega- 


tive note, "As their bases of support 
become more partisan (or at least less 
independent and centrist), members of 
Congress will work harder to represent 
those partisan interests." Which, inturm, 
makes it harder for elected officials like 
myself — moderate Republicans or 
Democrats who vote for legislation 
based on how good it is, not who spon- 
sors it — to pass solid, sensible, biparti- 
san bills. 

Yet the authors' research also found 
that positive campaigns can elevate the 
level of political dialogue and draw 
people back into the election process 
who were once alienated from it. Spir- 
ited campaigns that tout candidates' 
visions, skills, and accomplishments can 
capture the public's imagination and

inspire people to vote — especially inde- 
pendents. This restoration is crucial to 
maintaining our democracy. Without 
raising Our Campaign standards — and 
with it, the public's trust — candidates 
will continue to "win ugly." And not only 
will elections grow uglier and uglier, but 
in the end, all of us will lose. 


Empowering Victims 
By Senator William Van Regenmorter 

Every 26 seconds, someone in this 
country is victimized by violent crime; in 
fact, one out of three people will be a 
victim of crime during his/her lifetime. 
The statistics are staggering and speak 
clearly to the need for action. What 
these statistics don't show, however, 
are the names and faces behind those 
figures — the mothers and fathers, the 
sisters and brothers, and the children. 
Too often, the emphasis is on the crimi- 
nal and not on the victim. It is for this 
reason that Michigan sets aside one 
week each year to focus attention on 
the victims of crime and their families. 

This is the eleventh year of National 
Crime Victims' Week, which is April 21 
through April 27. This year's theme is 
"Victim Empowerment." 

Michigan has the strongest and 
most-comprehensive Crime Victim's 
Rights Act in the Nation. The Act firmly 
establishes, in law, a victims' rights 
throughout the criminal process. Some 
of the principal provisions in the Act 
include: 

e written information, within 24 hours 
of the crime, from the investigating 
police officer of the rights and ser- 
vices available to the victim. 

e the requirement that a prosecutor 
consult with the victim before agree- 
ing to a plea bargain. 

e the victim's right to attend trial. 

e the victim's right to give an oral or 
written impact statementto the court 
at sentencing. 

e the victim's right to receive restitu- 
tion from the defendant. 

e notice to the victim from the Depart- 
ment of Corrections of any change

in the perpetrator's status: i.e., es- 
cape, or final release date. 

the opportunity for the victim to ad- 
dress the parole board before a 
defendant's parole is granted/ 
reviewed. 

To make sure that victims' rights are 
maintained, a Victim Witness Unit has 
been established in each county. It is 
the victim advocate's job to ensure no- 
tice, protection, restitution, and infor- 
mation to the victim throughout the crimi- 
nal justice process, serving as a liaison 
between the prosecutor's office and the 
victim. 

In 1988, the voters of the State of 
Michigan took steps to empower the 
victim, overwhelmingly approving acon- 
Stitutional amendment (Art. |, Sec. 24) 
to ensure fundamental rights for crime 
victims. Since that time, Michigan's law 
and Constitutional amendment have 
become models for other states as well 
as for our federal government, guaran- 
teeing that victims throughout our na- 
tion are treated with the dignity and 
respect they deserve. 

To further empower victims in the 
criminal justice process, the use of state- 
of-the-art technology for fast and reli- 
able victim notification is being explored. 
Over the past several months, | have 
worked closely with representatives from 
Wayne, Ingham, and Newaygo coun- 
ties to establish a pilot program called 
VINE (Victim Information and Notifica- 
tion Everyday). In the beginning of this 
year, each ofthe three counties formally 
committed to implementing the pilot 
program. If the pilot programs are suc- 
cessful, statewide implementation of 
VINE will be considered. The focus of 
VINE is to enhance the vital link of 
communication between the justice sys- 
tem and victims of crime. The system 
uses acomputerized programto prompt 
automatic notification calls, 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, to crime vic- 
tims when an inmate's status changes. 
The project will provide an efficient and 
reliable method of notifying crime vic- 
tims when an inmate has a change of

To avoid air bag injuries, Basch 
recommends the following guidelines 
for child passengers: 
¢ The rear seat is the safest place for 
children of any age to ride. 

e An infant in a rear-facing child seat 
must ride in the back seat if the 
vehicle has apassenger-side air bag.

e Make sure that all young children 
are properly secured in achild safety 
Seat and older children are secured 
by a lap/shoulder belt. 

"Know how to properly place your 
child seat in a vehicle," Basch added.

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The Siren Is Going Off - 
What Does It Mean? . 


Is itthe first Saturday of the month 
at 1 p.m.? 

Are you indoors? Or are you 
outdoors? 

Are you in your car? 

Are you at home? Or are you at 
work? 

Has it been raining, and is the 
sky dark? 

Answering these questions will 
help you determine what to do when 
you hear a warning siren. 

When the Siren Sounds 

lf the siren sounds on the first 
Saturday of the month and the 
weather is clear, then, more than 
likely, what you are hearing is a test 
of the sirens in Romulus. 

But if the siren goes off and the 
weather is bad, regardless of whether 
or not it is the first Saturday of the 
month, it's time to take some imme- 
diate safety precautions. If you are 
outdoors, go inside and turn on a 
radio or television to see if there is a 
tornado warning. Ifthere is atomado 
warning, get a portable radio and go 
to a previously designated "safe 
area.” (More on "safe areas" later.) 

lf you are already in the house 
when the siren sounds, turn on the 
TV or radio and listen for weather 
bulletins. If there is a tornado warn- 
ing, or if the weather looks bad, take 
shelter in your predesignated “safe 
area” and take a portable radio. 

lf you are in acar when the siren 
sounds, tune your radio to a weather 
broadcast. If there is a tornado warn- 
ing, look at the sky to determine if it is 
near you. Ifitis, getaway fromthe car 
and lie in a ditch or low area, protect- 
ing your head with your hands. If not, 
drive safely to the nearest place of 
shelter, always keeping an eye out 
for danger. 

lf you are at work or school when 
the siren sounds, inform the proper 
people and follow their direction. 
Proper emergency plans for tornado 
safety should already be established 
in the work place and in school, and 
this information should be shared 
with everyone. (Do you know what to 
do? Does your school/company prac- 
tice these plans?) 

Designating a "Safe Area" 

Now is the time to take a look 
around your house and designate a 
"safe area" where family members 
should take shelter in times of threat- 
ening weather. The safest place to 
be is inabasement under something 
sturdy, like a workbench. If there is 
no basement, seek shelter inasmall, 
interior room in the middle of the 
building, like a closet or a bathroom. 


Always stay away from outside walls 
and windows. 
Some Helpful Tips 

Be aware of where the rest of 
your family members are. When the 
children are outside, keep an eye on 
them, and call them into the house 
when tornado warnings are indicated. 
When your children are at a friend's 
house, call them to discuss what 
measures should be taken: Do they 
need to come home, or should they 
take shelter at their current location? 

Since tornadoes develop and 
move rapidly, people should be fa- 
miliar with various severe weather 
alerts. A tornado watch simply 
means "watch out." Severe thunder- 
storms and tornadoes are possible. 
Residents should gather a first-aid 
kit, flashlight, and portable radio; 
monitor local television and radio; 
and keep an eye on the sky. 

A tornado warning issued for 
an area means that a tornado is 
happening now. Go immediately to 
the designated "safe area" to take 
cover. 

Some Facts About Tornadoes 

Last year was a relatively quiet 
one for tornadoes in Michigan, as 


only 12 twisters truck the State. That | 


is 25% below the norm of 16 torna- 
does. Allof the tornadoes were weak, 
and in an unusual "twist," there were 
more tornadoes in northern Michi- 
gan than in the southern part. 

Although the twisters injured only 
three people and caused about a 
quarter of a million dollars in dam- 
age, residents are warned not to 
become complacent: Tornadoes 
have killed 341 Michigan citizens. In 
fact, Michigan holds the dubious dis- 
tinction of having the eighth-deadili- 
est tornado in United States history 
(Flint, 1953). 

Tornadoes generally develop 
from severe thunderstorms, and are 
more likely to occur when there is 
unseasonably warm and humid air at 
the Earth's surface and cold and dry 
air aloft, combined with strong up- 
per-level jet-stream winds. Accord- 
ing to the National Weather Service, 
these conditions are most likely to 
occur inthe spring, although a strong 
risk continues well into summer. 

Although media attention fre- 
quently focuses on tornadoes, it is 
important to remember that severe 
thunderstorms without tornadoes are 
extremely dangerous. Severe wind, 
large hail, and lightening all need to 
be taken seriously. 

Now is the time to prepare forthe 
severe weather of tomorrow! U

If the school electors do 
not approve by a majority vote the establishment of the area vocational- 
technical education program mentioned above, then the resolution and 
contract between the two school districts shall be immediately terminated. 

A copy of the resolution and contract establishing the area vocational- 
technical education program is on file at each office of the Board of Education 
and available for public examination during normal public hours.
